It ha* observed the 
following 
things,

average: 
That Americans, with the exception of those fel­ 
lows who ride bobsleds, are but children in the de 
velopment of winter sports. 
That a couple decades of sitting down to watch 
rugged young men struggle with each other hasn't 
contributed to the ruggedness of American athletes 
as a class. 
That the country which will sing “Jingle Bells" 
on the slightest pretext Is Just beginning to get ac­ 
quainted with the things which can be done with 
skis and skates. 
That the prevailing opinion of most patriots con­ 
cerning the general superiority of American athletes 
over all other athletes Is not only foolish but exceed­ 
ingly stupid. 
That Germany so far has been doing a pretty 
good Job with the Olympic games. 
But the thing that really matters Is the poor 
showing of American athletes In winter sports. They 
have made “Jingle Bells” sound like a cheap way to 
make the world think Americans really know how 
to have fun in the winter time.

Mothers are naturauy eager for 
their children to be well and strong, 
free 
from 
pain 
and discomfort. 
Many young mothers become 
.n- 
duly alarmed when the baby cries 
But they must not be misled into 
the belief that a baby never cries 
unless 
it 
is 
in 
pain. A perfectly 
healthy, 
normal 
baby will cry as 
well as laugh, and 
is 
usually 
quite 
noisy. 
I 
believe 
that 
many m o t h e r s 
create a good deal 
of u n n ecessary 
work 
for them­ 
selves 
by 
pam­ 
pering and fuvsing 
with 
the 
young 
infant It Lstamaz- 
mg how quickly 
the infant learns 
| that by crving it will be picked up 
' and petted 
But when it finds its 
| performances are of no aval! it will 
; soon cease to cry. 
Of course, persistent crying may 
be a sign that something is wrong. 
i With a little experience it is easy 
"to distinguish between the cry of 
pain and the cry of anger or annoy­ 
ance. Whenever in doubt examine 
the baby and make sure whether 
! there Is real cause for discomfort 
The discomfort may be due to a 
loose pin or a wrinkled blanket. At 
times the baby is uncomfortable be­ 
cause of overfeeding, or may be dis­ 
tressed because of hunger. A wet 
or soiled diaper Is a common cause 
of crying. 
Bear in mind that there Ls no 
need to amuse the baby. A healthy 
baby is a contented and happy 
baby It will He in the crib and play 
with its fingers, toes, or a toy 
It 
only cries for outside entertainment 
if it is accustomed to receive it. 
Break the Habit 
Break the baby ol this habit if it 
has been acquired 
But above all. 
refrain from picking up baby upon 
the first cry or sign of displeasure. 
If it cries during the night do not 
give the child a cracker, a drink or 
a toy to quiet It. This will start an 
undesirable habit and will lead to 
many disturbed 
nights both for 
parent and child. 
It must be said, of course, that 
wakefulness or crying at night may­ 
be due to pain or some illness. But 
usually the truth can be determined 
by other signs of illness, such as , 
fever, vomiting, diarrhea or signs 
of a co d in the head. 
When the child Is put to bed 
make sure it is neither too warm 
nor cold 
avoiding all wrinkles in the bed­ 
ding Bee tliat pins are not awk- 
■vurdiy placed 
Once it Ls decided to break up an 
undesirable habit It Ls best for all 
who contact the baby to agree upon 
the plan 
If the mdther refuses to 
pick up the infant, it Is uhwLse for 
father or one of the grandparents 
to do so. This lack of discipline 
will not break the child of a bad 
habit.

A M. F. Q.—I am 43 years old. 5 
feet 4 inches tall and weigh 183 
pounds, r am an automobile sales­ 
man and do not have much exer­ 
cise.
